These 
same characteristics are desirable 
in a good shooting dog. 


Couple them with good mark- 


ing, quick pick-up, prompt return, 
willing delivery, good forward pat- 
tern and, above all, steadiness to 
wing, shot and coniand, and we 
have a dog that will be successful 
in trials.

pleasing fashion, he is excellent, 
If ho has thrilling, style and throws 
in an occasional "impossible" per- 
formance, he is great.
